CALLS KING EDWARD
GREAT PEACEMAKER

Dr. Calisch Refersto Dead Monarch's Work in
Sealing Friendships Between Nations.

Barbarous Influence of War.
Dlscusslns- "lnternatlonal Peace,"

under tho auspices of the annual peaco
day celebratlon by the Council of
Jewiah Women, Dr. E. X. Callsch, at
Beth Ahabah last nlpht. referred to
the dreat work performed hy Kinc;
Edvyard VTI. ln prevonting ill-feolinn
bctween r.atlons and actual hostllitles.

Dr. Calisch sald In part:
On May 18, 1S99, there was held the

first Hatjrue Conference, the Supreme
Court of Humanlty. It was hallod as

the solution of lnternatlonal diffieul-
tlcs. the finest frult of 3,000 years of
clvlll/.atlon. But ln the years that have
passed slnce there have been three
Kreat events to dipillnslon and disap-
point the clvlllzed: world.the wars be¬
tween the Unlted States and Spain.
Great Brltaln and the Boers, Japan
and Russia.

It is remarkable that whereas tho
world hns rtowti so wonderfullv iu
other diroctions, lt has progrcssed so

slowly ln thls. Polypramy and slaverv
have been abollshed. The duello is
gone In Kngllsh-speaklng countries.
Piracy and priva.teerlnfj no longor in-
fest the hig'i seas. Many other benr-fl-
rent steps of progress have been taken
by nations, but war, the foulest, fierc-
est, the most feroclons and the most
futile of human follies, stlll romains.
lt Is a blot upon our reason, our in-
tolllgence. our consclence and our com-

i mon humanlty. True lt is that the
operation of war ha.. yleldcd to the
humanlzing splrlt of progress. The
crueities of former years no longer
exist. As one writer summarizes thom:
"Non-eoitibatants are now spared, wo-

men and chlldren aro no longer mas-

sacred, quarter is given and prlsoncrs
are well cared for. Captured towns
are not glven over to plllage; prlvate
property on land is exempt; poisoned
wells, assasslnatlon of rnlers and com-
mandera hy prlvate bargalns and de-
ceptlve agreements are infamies of
the past."

Bnrbnrl-m of Wnr.
The recital of thls llst shows the de-

gradlng and debaslng barbarlsm of na¬
tional conlllcts that obtained until but
very recently. Whlle these were per¬
haps Its foulest features, the deeper
shadowa in the dark cloud that has
overhung the hutnan horlzon, yet its
sombre and sinister shadow has by no
means passed away.
War is still war, the dlrest, bltterest,

costliest curse that oivillzation stlll
perrnlts to wrlng its heart and cumber
its upward progress. Against .-ill othor
evlljj an enlightened conscience ls wag-
lng determined warfaro. Agalnst war
alone lt lays down its arms and sur-

rendors Its sway. Plagucs and pestl-
lences hn.ve been fought and almost
cnn .uerod by the rosouroes of modern
sklll and the noble Impulse of a con-
certed public conscience. Whlle spora-
dlc case? occur, yet wc do not fear n

wld'ospread devaatatlori of any of thom
ns when. durlng tho middle ages. hair
the populatlon of Europe dropped ns
so many flies that had fed on poisonco
dalntlos. Tho hubonlc plague. Aslatlc
cholera. yellbw fever, as epldetnlcs. are

spectres of the past. Wphtheris ls "no

longer tho fearful scourge of the
nursery. Typhold fever ls getting
more and morc under control. as ad-
vanced communitlcs loarn to safoguard
the supplylng sources of food and
drink nnd tn guard agalnst the origlm.
of infectlon.
The world ls tnklng up arms against

the modern white plagu-., tuborculosls.
It will not bo long heforc Its ravago..
are checked. Clvic and national prob-
lems, tho social evll and Its most lior-
lihle accompanlniont. the whlto slnve
traffic. Ignnrance, Indolence. chronlc
pauperism, peonage. svveat shnps, chlld
labor. factory dangers, tenement house
perils, all these things are being made
the subjocts of inunlcipal. national nnd
lnternatlonal attention and legislatlon.
On evory hand is clvilizod soclety mak¬
ing determined efforts to preservo tiie
dignity, the honor and the safety of
human life.

Ilenf In Conscience.
In one dlrection only dnes it relnx Its

moral vlgllance, iK it doaf to the call
of conscience, to tho arguments of eco-
nomlc nnd social progress. Thls is in
the dlrection of national confllct.
Strange inconslstoncy here. too. lt
wlll straln the resources nf clviliza-
tlon to blnd the wounds of war. but
lt makes feeble. If any, protest ngainst
the waglng of war.
Men wlll ho impressed by the argu¬

ments and flgures that tell of the ap-

palllng waste of human Ufe and en-

ergy, and of the tremendous economic
loss that ls entallcd ln the various
social 111s that 1 havo mentioned. They
wlll lend then.se!ve_ and their ald in
the movement lo'allevlate and correct
them.
But in a single rash inipulso of na¬

tional rage. in a mob-llke fury of re-
sentment agalns'1 a fanclort Insult to
national honor or check to national
preed, they will destroy the fahrio of
tho yours of patlont oeace, bring about
ln a single year n greater human and
economic-loss than all tho other Hls
that exlst. cause more sorrow und dos-
olatlon and entall a burdon that gen-
orations after thom must stapfger
under.
What is the remedy? Slm'nly thls

one thlng, an nwakenod. nublle con¬
science. a recognltion of tho rlght of
humanlty to peaco, nn Inslstcnt moral
right. that neltlior the prido of l.in_-<
nor the plnue of the nations them¬
selves, nor tho greocl of comn.oi'oe. nor
the lust for terrltory shall be ab'o to
deny. This recognltion must be not
nierely individual, but nntlonnl and
intornatlonal. Thoro must well up
from the heart of .. world-wide hn-
pianlt.- the cnll of Isranl's great
prophet of old, "Peace, peace to hlm

that ls afar off, nnd to hlm that Is
near, salth the Lord." (Tsatah lvll. 19)
And peace to be permanent and sure

must be founderi on Justice. The Idea
of Justice must prcvall, aa has been
weii said. against "tho declnmaflon of
the drmagoguo. against tho Intorestod
exhortatlon of 'he poiitioian. against
tho hot temper of the thoughtless and
tho Inconslderate."

Amerlca'* Crrat Plnce.
Among all peoplos of tho oarth who

should bo foremost ln th« Insistcnre
upon jnstlro. p-urely tho Amorican peo¬
ple should take a promlnent plnce. The
moral Iniluonceof thls country throtigh-
out the world ls Immense. It ls not
meroly our wealth. our size, our
strength, our commorolal and material
power, hut the fact that we stand na-
tlonally for tho hlghost elvlo Ideals
freedom, equnllty nnd Justice. Uclng
truo to our high Ideals. we will make
fnr Intemational pea,~e. Thls menns
each of u8 in OUT own Individual re¬
latlons to each other and to tho State.
Tho conditions and Ideals that char-
aetorlze our prlvato relatlons wlU find
their roflex ln our natlonal Intorcourse.
Aa an Instance In polnt: Our relatlons
wlth tho Oatln republics of Central and
South Amerlca havo untll very recent
y'enrs not been tho frlendllest or tha
most ploa-sant. We wero arrogant and
ovcrbcarlnjr to thom. We laughed at
their amour propro, wo rldlculed their
natlonal sensltlvoness. tholr extreme
polltenoo.o. Th»y regarded us wlth
susplrlon. dlstrust and rescntment. But
a happy change was wrought, and as
Ellhu Root says, "The dlfference be¬
tween tho feoling and attitude of the
peoplo of I/atln Amerlca and our re-
publlc to-day from what lt wns llve
years ago. ls the result of tlio consplc-
uous substltutlon (on our part) of tho
treatment that one gentleman owes to
another. for the treatment that ono

blackguard pays to another."
King EiUvard's Part.

Happlly I may say thls chango ls
gradually taking place all over the
world. And amone the influenccs that
havo holped to brlng It about nmonsr
the nations of Kurope, none has ha
greater than that of tho late Kin;r
Edward VII. of England. whose mortal
romains now awalt the last tributes
of tlio love and Ioyalty of his pcojjle.
Between England and France thero
has been a logacy of hatrod. They
have been heredltary foes for gener-
atlons. But King Edward brought
about a cordlal understandlng of peacc¬
ful good wlU. So. too. between Eng¬
land and Russia, who have heen at
swords' polnt for spheres of inlluenee
in tho southeast. Thus. too, dld Ed¬
ward cons'erve tho peace of the worl-1
by hls alllance wlth Japan. There have
beon nurnerous other Intricacles of In-
ternatlnna! frlctlonand mlsundorstand-
ing that ho has smoothed out nnd
solved for tho greater happinoss of hu-
